There are also 
interesting problems presented by the 
necessity of still maintaining an army 
of occupation on the left bank of the 
Rhine, in accordance with the Treaty 
of Versailles, while strong forces 
have to be kept in the French colo- 
nies, notably in Morocco. 

Under the existing establishment, 
the so-called active metropolitan 
army, that is, the force kept in 
France, should be 356,000. There 
were in the Rubr, on the Rhine and 
in the Sarre basin around 120,000 
troops last November, and in addi- 
_tion 13,000 in Syria, or roughly, 
| 490,000 in Europe and the Syrian 
mandate. But of this number, a con- 
| siderable portion were North Afri- 
_can, Moroccan, Algerian and Tuni- 
sian, while black troops from French 
West Africa are kept in France. To 
complete the tale, France has 202,000 
troops in her colonies, chiefly in Al- 
geria, Morocco and Indo-China, in 
large part native or made up of Eu- 
ropean volunteers in the Foreign 
Legion. 

Grave Danger Looms. 


A reduction of the period of serv- 
ice now, before the Ruhr is evacu- 
ated, would automatically cut down 
the number of French troops in 
France by 100,000, perhaps more. 
Such a reduction in advance of the 
evacuation of the Ruhr, and at least 
the beginning of the progressive re 
tirement from the middle and lower 
Rhine, foreseen in the treaty of Ver- 
sailles, seems to many Frenchmen, of ' 
whom Maginot is the spokesman, a 
grave danger. 

Naturally the whole _ situation 
would be modified materially were 
there some settlement of the question 
of French security, which is tanta- 
mount to repeating the old assertion 
that France will reduce her army fur- 
ther in proportion as she is promised 
aid from other nations in case of an 
attack from Germany—an unprovoked 
attack like that of ten years ago. 
The old formula was that France 
would reduce by division from her 
existing establishment, as Great Brit- 
ain and the United States agreed to 
keep ready divisions to replace those 
disbanded by the French in case of 
new invasion.

Again the 
coldness may be traced in part to the 
false report circulated just after the 
meeting, that Herriot had obtained 
from MacDonald a new treaty, giving 
France a British military guarantee.

Law Is Blamed. 

However, it is greatly admitted 
that the law needs revision in order 
to strengthen the enforcement clauses 
and it is probable that amendments 
with this purpose in view will be 
enacted at the present session of the 
legislature. Representative J. Her- 
man Milner, author of the law, ex- 
pressed himself as extremely dis- 
appointed at the first collections un- 
der the law, when a tentative report 
was made some months ago. He was 
out of the city on Saturday and could 
not be reached for an opinion on 
this, the latest report. It is under- 
stood, however, that he will probably

The revenue department was 
duced by the house committee on 
Ways and means, and was first sug- 
gested by Representative Ennis, of 
Baldwin county, chairman of that 
committee. It was predicted on the 
floor of the house that there were at 
least $2,000,000 annually in delin- 
quent taxes which such a department 
would be able to collect. 

What the result of the startling 
discrepancy between this advance 
estimate and the actual working of 
the department will be is, of course, 
unknown, but it is predicted that the 
subject will be taken up on the floor 
of the house at an early date. 


All Money Not Shown. 

In his report Commissioner of Rev- 
enues John M. Vandiver points out 
that the department has been the 
means of bringing into the state treas- 
ury many dollars, indirectly, which 
does not show in the report. He 
quotes a letter from Charles H. Boh- 
ler, tax collecton of Richmond county, 
in which it was stated that the pres- 
ence of the collectors of the depart- 
men in that county during one week 
caused the tax collectors office to 
collect $9,000 in special taxes, which 
would otherwise not, in all probabil- 
ity, have come in. 

In regard to the distributon and 
sale of the cigarette and cigar tax 
stamps, Mr. Vandiver suggests that 
it has been largely through the un- 
selfish and gratuitous aid given by 
237 banks of the state. He suggests 
that better distribution of the stamps 
might be secured by allowing the 
banks a small commission, not over 
2 per cent, for this service, 

“The limited number of field men,” 
reads the report, “allowed the depart- 
ment of revenue, has made it impos- 
sible to visit all the counties of the 
state since the establishment of this 
department, for the purpose of enforce- 
ment of the aterco law, aos well as 
ether laws coming under the super- 
vision of the department.”

Christ No Evolution, 

Christ was not an evolution, the 
climax of a line of geniuses each 
greater than the one before.

As the 
end of this remarkable era approached 
there was an increasing air of ex- 
pectancy. The promises regarding the 
Messiah were read and reread, espe- 
cially the words of Isaiah, quoted in 
Matthew:

which being interpreted is, God with 
us.” 

Finally, John the Baptist appeared, 
the forerunner of his cousin, Jesus; 
and then came )the long-looked-for 
Saviour. 

Wise men, following the star of 
Retblehem, brought their gifts to the 
new-born King; the shepherds who 
kept their flocks hy night heard the 
song of the angel: 

“Glory to God in the highest, and 
en earth peace, good will toward 
men.” 

They were told that they woula 
find the bahe wrapped in swaddling 
clothes and lying in a manger; and 
they went to verify the message -hat 
ther had received. They found that 
Mary, the mother of the babe, and her 
husband, Joseph, were lodged in a 
atable because there was no rom for 
them in the inn. 

An Issue of 1900 Years. 

When the shepherds found ‘hat the 
facts corresponded with the deserip- 
tion given by the angels, they made 
known what they had heard, and all 
wondered. Then the shepherds re- 
turned, glorifying and pratsing God 
for all the things they had heard and 
geen. 

“But Mary kept all these things, 
and pondered them in her heart.* 

The truth or falsity of this simole 
atory has been an issue for nineteen 
hundreds years.

Luke, attempted to give a description 
of the birth of Christ. They agree in

both Mary and her betrothed husband 

Mary inquired how she, a virgin. 
could hecome the mother of the child; 
and the angel explained it to her. 
Mary was the first person to be skep- 
tical on this subject, and the account 
is atrengthened by the fact that the 
explanation was given in answer to 
her question. 

The Basis of Denial. 

The objection raised by those who 

dispute the virgin birth does not rest 


upon interpretation—there is noam-_ 


hicunity; neither does it rest upon con- 
flieting testimony—there 
on the other side. 

The denial of the truth of the Bible 
account of Christ's birth rests on the 
aesertion either that the virgin birth 
was impossible or improbable. 

To declare it impossible questions 
the power of God and is virtually 
atheism.

- HOW TO REBIND AN OLD BOOK 


Do the 


Often our favorite books become 
so worn from use that their covers 
come off and the pages are scat- 
tered. A little mending and a new 
cover will’ save the usefulness of 

* 


flast against the cover. 
same at the back. 

Be sure that the cheesecloth is a 
couple of inches narrower than the 
covers, and the cloth or binding 


—— 
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such a book. In the illustration 
you will see how to put a new stiff 
cover on a book. 

The materials you need are two 
heavy cardboards the size of the 
original book cavers, a Strip of 
coarse cheesecloth, a heavy cover 
paper or any kind of cloth—linen, 
poplin or cretonne are good ones. 
Your glue must be thinned until it 
will spread smoothly like paint. 

Follow through the steps as they 
are pictured: 1. If sections of the 
book are torn apart sew them with 
a darning needle at the back. 2. 
Cut two heavy cardboard covers. 
3. Glue the cardboards on strips of 
coarse cheesecloth, 4. Fit the back 
of the book into place on the 
cheesecloth covered side of the 
boards, gluing carefully. 5. Cut 
a cloth or heavy paper cover. At 
the center, where the book hinges, 
laps should be turned in. Mitre the 
corners. 5. Lap the edges of the 
cover over the cardboards, and glue. 
7. Paste the first page of the book 


“ 


paper two inches wider all around, 
to allow an inch lap in each edge. 
Cover the cheesecloth completely 
with glue so it will adhere tightly. 
Fit it well into the hinges of the 
book. Stretch the cloth tightly over 
the boards and glue the laps inside. 
The first and last pages of your 
book should be covered completely 
with glue and pressed smoothly 
against the boards. 

As soon aS your new cover is on, 
press the book between heavy 
weights until it is dry. This pre- 
vents warping.

From ground to 
shoulder he measures eighteen 
Inches, and weighs about eighteen 
pounds. Compare these measure- 
ments with those of your own cat. 
The face of the wild cat is hand- 
some and it shows how nearly re- 
lated he is to the hearth-rug tabby. 
Occasionally, though, a sign of the 
wild appears in the little, pointed 
tufts of hair at the tip of the ears, 
like those of a near relative, the Can- 
ada lynx, who, however, wears long- 
er and more marked “ear-pencils,” 


Is Really a Coward 

The woodland cousin Isn’t nearly 
so fierce as he’s been given credit 
—or discredit—for. He is really 
something of a coward and so ex- 
ceedingly shy that you need not be 
greatly frightened if you happen to 
meet him, for he will get out of 
your way very quickly. While he 
doesn’t attack human beings and is 
as much afraid of dogs as your own 
cat, he has been known to kill lambs 
and even sheep to get a change of 
diet from his usual fare of rabbits 
and game birds. 

Life is hard for this wild tabby, 
and the tame one need not envy her 
cousin’s freedom, for hunters are 
always on his trail to trap him for 
his fur.

HAT makes the cooking of Abys- 

sinia different from that of any 

other nation is its flery quality. Every-

amd sauces of every description that 
cating a_ native dinner is, for the aver- 
age European, almost as painful an 
ordeal as trving to swallow live coals. 

At Ras Taffari’s request the chefs 
who, served. him here doubled and 
trebled the quantities of fiery ingre- 
dients in their recipes, but they were 
unable to produce anything that plea.- 
ed his palate as well as the concentrat- 
ed fire to which it is accustomed at 
home. 

The chef d’oeuvre of the Abys- 
sinijan cuisine is what are called. teps. 
These are small pieces of steak grilled 
en both sides and served hot, both as 
temperature and seasoning. 
Swallowing one of these makes the 
stranger to this form of food feel a 
good deal as if he had taken into his

Other favorite dishes are gommen, 
consisting of chopped meat cooked 
with cabhage, and ovat, a sort of rag- 
out of meat and immense quantities 
of the most powerful red peppers that 
ever choked a throat. 

Abyssinian epicures are also ford of 
dried fish cooked with rice, and this 
is one of the few ‘of their dishes shat 
the foreign visitor can relish without 
leng practice and the exercise of much 
will power.
